Russia is by far the most reactionary na- 
tion in the world today. Her world policy is 
based upon a profoundly non-Marxian “real- 
politik.”

In Moscow, they couldn’t get a job scrub- 
bing floors in the Kremlin. They would be 
considered too stupid. The worst Communist 
in the world is not a Russian Communist, or a 
Chinese Communist, but an American Com- 
munist.

“Public psychology and ‘politics played a 
leading part in the money panics of 1920, 
1929-33, and 1937. What is important to un- 
derstand in the light of our present money 
troubles is that it was the remedies that came 
after an event that caused those three great 
money panics, and the economic depressions 
that followed.”

The FIASCO (remedies) that took place 
over the weekend (Mar. 16, 17, 1968) will be 
even less effective than that which the great 
financial leader of Wall Street, J. P. Morgan, 
called to attempt to stop the 1929 financial 
panic.

We at COMMON SENSE have just about 
despaired of ever being able to tell the real, 


whole-hog truth about Communism. We 
know it, of course. It has been known to so- 
phisticates around the world for fifty years. 
It is not, however, easy to tell. It is complex. 


Propagandists of both the right and the left - 


have spun such vast, intricate webs of falsity, 
as traps for the human mind, that most peo- 
ple are quite unable to think in a clear-cut, 
rational way about Marxism. People who are 
caught in a storm seldom take time out to 
study meteorology. Marxism will blow 
through the world like a storm; when it is 
gone, very few people will understand the 
technical details of what happened. Perhaps 
few will care. They will know that they have 
been hit by a disastrous storm; they have 
been injured; when the storm passes they 
will simply nurse their wounds. 


Seventy-five years ago, Marxism was rela- 
tively simple, European Marxism was nothing 
but a smooth-running department of the 
Rothschild Bank. The Marxist “labor move- 
ment” of Europe was a big “(Company Union” 
into which the workers were herded. Wages 
were kept low, while prices and profits were 
kept high. The working class lived at a bare 
subsistence level, while the Rothschilds 
waxed fabulously rich. Naturally, the work- 
ing class became discontented,, but this did 
not matter. Their discontents were chan- 
nelized and dissipated harmlessly through the 
Jew-controlled Marxist labor unions. The 
working class was paid’ in promises of a fu- 
ture utopia, rather than in immediate cash. 
The Rothschilds did not fear the “revolution.” 
Why should they have feared it? Were not 
all of the Marxist leaders on their payroll? 
Did they not pay the printing bills of the 
Marxist newspapers? Did they not support 
all of the sorry lapdog writers and artists 
who were always prattling of Marxism? 
Marxism held the European Gentile working 
man in an iron cage. That was the purpose 
for which Marxism was originally designed. 


Anti-Semites sometimes darkly picture a 
future in which the world will be ruled by 
Jews. This simply shows how badly the 
sense of reality has been impaired in our 
times. The time when the Jews really ruled 
the world was fifty years ago. There was a 
“Red Revolution” in Russia. Jewish writers 
filled the world with stupid books telling how 
the “workers and peasants” of Russia had 
risen up to throw off the Czarist chains, and 
to hold up before all mankind a bright, new, 
utopian future. Good, solid gentile middle- 
class folk were badly worried. Their minds 
were filled with visions of the dirty, atheistic 
poor swarming into their pleasant suburbs to 
loot their nice homes and stop them from 
clipping the coupons from the bonds. The 
Rothschilds never worried about such mat- 
ters. The “Red Revolution” was safely in the 
hands of those good, efficient Rothschild em- 
ployees, Lenin and Trotsky.

circumstances. He based his decisions upon 
“Realpolitik,” the geopolitical realities which 
faced Russia at any given time. Cardinal 
Richelieu was: Catholic; yet he made alliances 
with Protestant nations against Catholic na- 
tions. He never based his decisions upon mere 
ideological sentiment. Men like Josef Stalin 
and Cardinal Richelieu are firmly convinced 
that mere “beliefs” are made for lesser men 
than themselves; it would be sheer incompe- 
tence to allow mere “‘beliefs” to interfere with 
practical statecraft. 


Mere “beliefs” do not interfere with Rus- 
sian policy today. Russian policy is based 
upon the grim eternities, the sad facts of life 
concerning the relationship between human 
nations. It is American policy, not Russian 
policy, which rests upon a firm foundation of 
hot air, Marxism, and baloney. It is Our 
Country which talks of “peace” and “disarm- 
ament.” It is in America, not Russia, where 
you hear such baloney as “Ban the Bomb” 
and “One World” and “Get Out of Vietnam.” 
Marxism has far more influence upon Ameri- 
can policy today than it has upon Russian 
policy. 


Sometimes, at Anti-Communist meetings, 
sweet little old ladies of both sexes express to 
me their fear of the horrors of having to live 
under Communism. How can one live with- 
out private enterprise, without clipping cou- 
pons from the nice bonds dear husband left in 
his will? I tell them not to fret about it. It 
will never happen. Russia does not intend you 
to live under Communism. Russia does not 
want you to live at all. Russia is not questing 
after the Marxist Holy Grail; she is lusting 
for World Conquest. The United States is the 
ehief stumbling block in her way. Therefore, 
Russia would like to see all Americans dis- 
patched to the next world in the form of 
radioactive isotopes, Russia does not want 
the American people; she wants the Ameri- 
can land.

Don’t worry about “having to live under 
Communism.” Sadism, not Communism, is 
the basis of Russian policy toward the United 
States. 

Russia is moving very rapidly to- 
ward unquestioned military supremacy. We 
will not attempt any detailed discussion of the 

technological aspects of the Arms plot. It 
has been done already, by people better than 
we. General Nathan F. Twining, former head 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, sounded the 
warning in March, 1967 Reader’s Digest and 
in his “Neither Liberty Nor Safety.” Doctor 
Edward Teller has sounded the warning in 
testimony before Committees of Congress. 
One of the best discussions of all appeared in 
U.S. NEWS AND WORLD REPORT, issue of 
Feb, 26, 1968, on pages 84, 85 and 86. This 
was reprinted from the November-December 
1967 issue of THE INTERCOLLEGIATE RE- 
VIEW. The author is Dr. James H. McBride,’ 
of Georgetown University, Dr. MeBride is a 
real professional, connected with the Center 
For Strategic Studies at the University. He 
presents cogent arguments showing that Rus- 
sia will possess enormously superior military _ 
power by 1972. In the face of this'threat, the 
United States is following a policy-of disarm- 
ament which, under the circumstances, is vir- 
tually a policy of national suicide. COMMON

If We were to wipe out Marxism, and con- 
troversy about it, we should run into a certain 
practical difficulty. A large section of our 
Jewish citizenry would have to be put into 
strait-jackets for a while. They would go ut- 
terly wild and could not be restrained in any 
other way. It would be good for them, in the 
long run, to be cured of the Marxist intellec- 
tual affliction. It is high time for them to 
learn that Marxism is a mere affliction, like 
stammering or harelip. What is the great 
fascination which Marxism holds for the 
American Jew? It is the dream of Jewish 

. power, of .course, Jewish power exercised 
over the Goyim by fraud and deception. The 

‘'‘American Jew should face the fact that the 
time when this dream really worked was sev- 
enty-five years ago, Then, Marxism was a 
really effective tool of Jewish power in the 
world. Then, Marxism was a smooth-running 
department of the Rothschild Bank. Back in 
1910, German workers flocked to meeting 
halls to listen in bemused wonder while Jew- 
Marxist speakers rattled off their Marxist 
lies. They read the lying bilge printed in the 
Marxist papers, and never thought to ask who 
paid the printing bills. (I know who paid the 
printing bills; in the confusion after World 
War II, I managed to grab the financial rec- 
ords of some of the Marxist papers of Europe, 
going back over a period of forty years. Jew- 
bankers paid the printing bills of these “la- 
bor” papers.) It- was possible in those days 
for the Jew banker, the Jew intellectual, to 
wallow deliciously in his sense of superiority 
over the Goyim Pigs who were so easily de- 
ceived. But by 1933, these selfsame Goyim 
were screaming, ‘Heil Hitler! Juden Raus!” 
The American Jew-Marxist should simply 
face the fact that he is living in the past. You 
can’t hope to get away. with a racket like that 
forever. 

Are American Jews plotting with Russia to 
bring about the defeat of the United States in 
World War III? Certainly not. The Jew 
knows that he is well off in America. He 
knows too that if the U.S.A. is destroyed, Is- 
rael will also go down the drain within twen- 
ty-four hours. We read anti-Semitic papers 
which accuse the Jews of plotting with Rus- 
sia, of spearheading some vast, wicked, mono- 
lithic movement called “World Communism.” 
In spite of what the Anti-Defamation League 
says about us, COMMON SENSE is not a 
“Dirty Little Anti-Semitic Rag.” We are a 
journal devoted to telling the truth. When we 
use terms such as “Jew-Marxist,” we must 
qualify them carefully. 


The American Jew-Marxist today does not 
want what Russia wants. The American Jew- 
Marxist wants what he had fifty years ago. 
He wants “Jewish Supremacy.” Ah! Those 
were the good old days of Jewish rule! Roths- 
child spoke and was obeyed. Rothschild was 
obeyed by David Lloyd George, by Clemen- 
ceau in France, by chancellors Von Beulow 
and Bethmann-Hollweg in Germany, by V. I. 
Lenin and Leon Trotsky. Jew money and 
Jewish intellect ruled the world. But that was 
fifty years ago. It is high time for the Ameri- 
can Jew-Marxist to face the fact that he is 
living in the past; that he is an intellectual 
bankrupt; that Jew money and Jewish intel- 
lect no longer form an effective lever for mov- 
_ ing world events.

Here, the quaint old Marxist ideas which in- 
fluenced Europe seventy-five years ago are 
still operative. The Viet Cong peasant be- 
lieves things which the European worker de- 
voutly and sincerely believed in 1910, and 
laughed at by 1927. The Viet Cong peasant is 
the last sucker, the last little man anywhere 
on earth who can be swindled into holding a 
strong, naive, sincere, true belief in Marxism. 
Once upon a time there were millions of 
Marxists in Germany. The Communists 
boasted of “Red Berlin.” The working-class 
districts of Berlin always elected a solidly 
Communist delegation to the Reichstag. If 
you were not a Marxist, you had no business 
trying to live in the working-class districts of 
Berlin; you would clash too strongly with 
your neighbors. The Berliners were no cam- 
pus dilettantes like our ‘New Left’ in Amer- 
ica. They were the called and chosen and 
faithful of Marxism, the vanguard of the pro- 
letariat. These were people who had shed 
blood in armed combat for Marxism. What 
ever happened to Red Berlin? I saw what 
happened. One day I strolled through the 
Brandenburg Tor, and along Unter Den Lin- 
den Strasse, and saw a parade. I saw the 
ealled and chosen and faithful of Marxism, 
the vanguard of the proletariat, marching in 
brown shirts with swastica armbands, Today 
you could not find a corporal’s guard of real, 
true-believing Marxists anywhere in Ger- 
many. Even in “Communist” East Germany, 
the workers laugh at Marxism. 

Russia? If you attend enough anti-Com- 
munist meetings, you will hear speakers rave 
about Red Russia. They will tell you that 
Russia is full of people burning with evan- 
gelical zeal to spread Marxism through the 
world. Most of these speakers have never 
been in Russia and know nothing about it. 
The “Russia” of which they speak is purely 
a hypothesis created for purposes of domestic 
political controversy. I shall tell you no such 
pack of lies. I shall tell you the truth. Upper- 
class Moscow is riddled with cynicism about 
Marxism. The Russian masses are not burn- 
ing with missionary zeal to spread Marxism 
around the world. On the contrary, they 
would like to do what similar masses of people 
have been doing since the dawn of history. 
They would like to invade and conquer, to 
rape and kill and loot and burn, to extermin- 
ate other peoples and occupy their land. 
These profoundly non-Marxian basic instincts 
completely dominate Russian policy today. 

So where can you find a real true believer 
in Marxism today? 

Only in Vietnam. The Viet Cong peasant is 
the last real Marxist. Needless to say, the 
Jew-Marxists of the world are fascinated by 
the Viet Cong peasant. He awakens nostal- 
gia. Ah, the good old days, when Jew-Marx- 
ists held the European working class in their 
grip! Ah, the dear dead nineteen-thirties, 
when the peasants and workers of America 
arose and threw out the wasp tycoons who 
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| University’s Hoover institution 
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had ruled for so long, and made the Jews the 
new ruling ciass of America! The American 
Jewish ruling class is already in its dotage; it 
is already living in the past; it is hopelessly 
incompetent to deal with the present situa- 
tion. 

The Jew is willing to disarm. us, or at least 
to let us sink to a second-rate position in mili- 
tary technology, because the Jew still believes 


‘that he can dominate Russia, and the whole 


world, by his power of ideas. When Russia 
has a_ preponderant superiority of super- 
weapons, and can destroy us within an hour, 
what will the Jew do? He will open his bray- 
ing jackass mouth and utter some “great, 
powerful Jewish ideas.” We may indeed come 
to a day when we will have nothing but 
Arthur Goldberg’s braying mouth to protect 
us against Russian superweapons. It isn’t that 
the American Jew-Marxist is a traitor allied 
to Russia; rather, he is a bloody fool whois 
living in the past. Fifty years ago, the Jews 
could and did dominate Russia by their pow- 
er of ideas. Fifty years ago, the Jews com- 
manded that the Romanov dynasty should be 
destroyed, and the Romanov dynasty was de- 
stroyed, Fifty years ago the Jews command- 
ed that a phoney “Proletarian Revolution” 
should take place in Russia, and a. phoney 
proletarian revolution did take place in 
Russia. 


BUT ALL THAT WAS FIFTY YEARS 
AGO. We do not believe that the ‘‘Power of 
Jewish Ideas” is a good defense against Rus- 
sian superweapons today. Yet that is exactly 
the defense which American Jews are trying 
to force us to rely upon. The Jew is staking 
your life, and tis own, on the ‘Power of Jew- 
ish ideas.” We need not worry about the 
“erimes” of the American Jew-Marxist. As 
long as the American Jew-Marxist could 
commit. brilliant crimes, and get away with 
them, world capitalism was safe. The things 
which the American Jew-Marxist is doing. to- 
day are worse than crimes; they are blunders. 

Russia is not making many blunders today. 
She is marching a sure-footed way toward 
world conquest, toward world supremacy. The 
Vietnam war is regarded by Russia as merely 
a curtain-raiser to World War III, when all 
Americans, including the Jew-Maix‘st writers 
for the New York Times Book Review sec- 
tion, wiil be blown over the moon. 

The Vietnamese, of course, are caugh* in 
the middle. Anyone who really gets to know 
the Victnamese is certain to like them. They 
are sharp, smart, bright-eyed people. The 
very best of them perhaps are in the Viet 
Cong. Why? Why does the Vietnamese pcas- 
ant believe in Marxism? For the sam reason 
the German worker believed in it back in 
1910. He simply has not had enough experi- 
ence with it to discover what sort of fraud it 
really is. Marxism always sucks in the most 
intelligent elements of the working class.

They are bright; they have a good level of 
native intelligence; yet they lack the sophisti- 
cation to see through complex ideological 
frauds. Some day they will become cynical 
and disillusioned about Marxism; but for a 
time it holds them in its thrall. 

The Victnam war is the prelude of World 
War III. In Washington you can hear talk of 
“peace” and “agreements.” Russia does not 
want peace. She wants to win World War III. 
Ho Chi Minh does not want peace. He wants 
to drive the United States out of East Asia. 
These people want to destroy you, to exterm- 
inate you, why, then, do we have all of this 
nonsense about “peace” and “one world’’? 

The American Jew still believes that he can 
dominate the world by his power of ideas. We 
hear a great deal of talk about a “Commu- 
hist conspiracy” in the United States. We do 
not have a conspiracy. We have a decadent 
and incompetent Jewish ruling class, which 
has grabbed and holds power which it is not 
competent to exercise, For their own good, 
the Jewish ruling class should abdicate. They 
are bankrupt; they should call in the 
receivers, 

World War III is already going on in Viet- 
nam. Unless United States world policy is put 
on a more realistic basis, World War III will 
soon be as good as lost. Arthur Goldbere’s 
braying mouth will not be an effective weapon 
against Russian superweapons. We can he 
saved only by superior military hardware de- 
ployed in accordance with sound national 
policy. 

What about Marxism? What about all of 
those great, powerful, brilliant ideas? Jews 
and Anti-Semites alike have labored to create 
the illusion of a great, monolithic Jewish pow- 
er structure which would rule the world for 
centuries to come. Today we see the world 
Jewish power structure as it really is. It is 
jerry-built. It is rickety. It is not a mono- 
lithic structure at all; it is a house of cards 
which will be blown away by the first strong 
wind of change . As a technician of power, the 
Jew is a quack. The age of Jewish rule does 
not lie in the future; it lies already in the 
past. The Jews have ruled the world for a 
hundred years. They have proven their in- 
competence, Gecadence, and corruption be- 
yond shadow of doubt. Their age is ending. 
Unhappily, because of the great power which 
the Jews have managed to grab for them- 
selves in the United States it may end in dis- 
aster for America. 

Very few Americans or Vietnamese really 
understand Marxism. You do not begin to 
understand Marxism by listening to the spe- 
‘cious arguments of the “Communists” and the 
*Anti-Communists.” Communism and Anti- 
Communism are merely the opposite sides of 
the same coin. You begin to understand Marx- 
ism only when you understand that it repre- 
sents, not the rebellion of the lower classes, 
but the nihilism of the upper classes; not 
labor, but capital; not an effort to improve 
the condition of the poor, but a great living 
ie, a moral cancer which has been eating out 
the very heart and soul of western civilization 
for a hundred years. Ho Chi Minh knows 
this well. He is one of the inner circle of so- 
Phisticates of Marxism. If the Viet Cong sol- 
dier knew what Ho Chi Minh knows about 
Marxism, the Vietnam war would end tomor- 
row. It seems to me that we should have 
made some effort to tell the people of Viet- 
nam the real truth about Marxism. We prob- 
ably won’t, though. When you begin to tell

(Continued from Page 1, Column 3) 
ent currencies at the present parities. We 
could have paid off our Balance of Payment 
debts in Gold and interest rates would have 
fallen. We could then put in strict spending 
economies and set up a budget which would 
have included paying off 10% of our National 
Debt each year, regardless of political com- 
plaints. This would mean drastic cuts in the 
far overstaffed political appointed Federal 
Government employees and wasteful spend- 
ing. 

John Law, Exchequer of France during the 
early 18th century, did away with Gold as re- 
serves and adopted Fiat paper currency, as 
we have just done. The “Louis d’Or”, a Gold 
coin worth 25- francs, was worth 15,000 
francs in paper money by 1795, showing 
what printing press money does to values. 

We are still in a money panic which will, in 
my opinion, get very much worse, and it will 
be very hard on investors unless they are in 
securities that will be a hedge against the con- 
stant debasement of the dollar.

thirteen-mile limit, and it would have con- 
stituted incompetence to have placed a skip- 
per in charge of the ship who would either 
disobey orders or did not understand naviga- 
tion. It was stupid not to provide military 
security for the Pueblo, after it was harassed. 


Even if the Pueblo might possibly .have 
been within the thirteen-mile limit, which I 
think highly unlikely; then, under interna- 
tional agreement, the offended party has only 
the authority to warn the offending ship to 
move out. Under these circumstances, if our 
government pays tribute to North Korea, 
as we did in Cuba, we have sunk lower than 
I even dreamed. By tribute, I do not mean 
cash. I mean any kind of a promise of dis- 
cussion or apology, at, least until the facts are 
known. First get our ship and our men back, 
and then talk. 

One question that must be resolved is, 
“Who ordered the Pueblo to surrender with- 
out firing a shot?” Could it be a part of our 
strategy of surrender? Similar suggestions 
were made in the Phoenix Papers, and there 
are people in high places in the Pentagon who 
have long urged that the United States should 
not have military superiority but only mili- 
tary equality, on the false assumption that 
no one would start a fight if he had equal 
military power. The fallacy of this assump- 
tion was more’ than evident in the six-day 
Arab-Israeli War. “It’s not how strong you 
make it . . . it’s how you make it strong.” 
In other words, strategy is more important 
than power. 

It would certainly be treason if the Pueblo 
had been delivered into the hands of the com- 
munists by design, in order to give to the 
communists our latest, sophisticated electron- 
ic devices. You must recall that the secrets 
of the atomic bomb and fissionable material 
were given to the communists by Americans 
in high position. 

President Johnson took advantage of the 
Pueblo crisis to call up the reserves. These 
are not needed for the Korean crisis, but are, 
of course, needed in the Vietnam conflict, 
because we have run low on pilots and low 
on aircraft. We have been phasing out mil- 
itary aircraft since the creation of the Dis- 
armament Agency, which has proceeded 
unilaterally to disarm the United States. 

_ We are still paying the price for not hav- 
ing won a military victory in Korea and for 
removing General MacArthur from the com- 
mand. We have not won a military victory 
nor a diplomatic victory since we became a 
member of the United Nations, and I still in- 
Sist that it is sheer folly to leave the security 
of our country in the “tender hands” of this 
communist-dominated world organization. 
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
